Martin made his debut 
in municipal politics as a 
councillor in 1982, at the 
age of 33. He served as a 
regional councillor from 
1997 to 2014 and has 
served two consecutive 
terms as Fort Erie’s mayor 
since he was elected in 
2006. He has also served 
on various committees 
and boards such as the 
Police Services Board and 
the budget review com¬ 
mittee at Niagara Region. 

After giving up about 
“2,000 Monday and 
Thursday evenings at the 
town and the Region, as 
well as the countless week¬ 
ends" serving as mayor, 
Martin said it was time to 
give up his position. 

“It is time for me to focus 
on my family, who have all 
been very tolerant of the 
very hectic schedule I have 
kept, especiaUy as mayor, 
and our friends who have 
been right there for me, 
with their time and sup¬ 
port during countless elec- 

Martin said when he 
“took the helm as mayor 
almost eight years ago,” he 
knew there was a need for 
“substantial changes” to

remove the reliance on 
slot revenues to offset tax 
spending, even though it 
resulted in a significant tax

Under his guidance, 
Martin said all gaming 
revenues funded by the 
Economic Development 
and Tourism Corporation 
were removed. 

Martin said council 
respected “each other’s 
differences of opinion” 
during his time as mayor 
and he believes council 
“tried to honestly under¬ 
stand opposing views and 
tried to do what was best 
for the town.” 

"Somewhere in the latter 
part of the first term, opin¬ 
ions started getting polar¬ 
ized and becoming more 
difficult to reach consen¬ 
sus on many matters,” he 
added. 

"Regrets? There is noth¬ 
ing that I would have done 
differently. You do what 
you believe in and you do 
what is best,” he said. 

Martin said the top elec¬ 
tion issues mayoral candi¬ 
dates will face include the 
future of the Fort Erie Race 
Track and the develop¬ 
ment of industrial lands. 

"But I felt that it is time 
to make way for a new 
generation of leaders, who 
need time to muster their 
campaigns and support 
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Wayne Redekop seeks the mayor’s seat 


Former mayor Wayne 
Redekop thinks Fort Erie 
needs to be united. 

That’s why Redekop said 
he’s returning to municipal 
politics. 

Redekop announced his 
bid for the mayor’s office 
before a crowd of people 
HOW MANY?? at the Italo- 
Canadian Club on Tuesday 
night. Redekop’s news fol¬ 
lows Mayor Doug Martin’s 
announcement on Monday 
that he will not seek re-elec¬ 
tion. 

“I have known the mayor 
(Martin) since we were teen¬ 
agers and I applaud his ser- 
i the community, 


Redekop said he feels 
council needs experienced 
leadership which is why he 
has chosen to run for 
mayor. 

"I believe elected officials 
all have to work as a united 
front for the town,” Redekop 
said. 

He feels that Fort Erie’s 
council "hasn’t worked as a 
united” front for some time. 

"I believe elected officials 
have to work for 
the good of the 
town,” he said. 

"I think they 
could have 

more if they could 
look beyond cer¬ 
tain distractions 
and worked 
together," he said. 

“There have 
been some big 
issues that have 
caused a division 
in the communi¬ 
ty.” These issues 
included a 
scrapped 12-sto- 
rey condominium 
project for Bay 
Beach, the Fort 
Erie Race Track 
and the Canadian 
Motor Speedway. 

Like Martin, 

Redekop said it "is 
important for 
young people 


and skills for a community 
to succeed and prosper.” 

Redekop, a lawyer, was 
bom and raised in Fort Erie. 
He studied at the University 
of Western Ontario and 
Osgoode Hall Law School 
and Brown University. 

He was the mayor of Fort 
Erie from 1997 until 2006. 

During the time Redekop 
served on council, he said 
he oversaw the construction 
of a new town hall for Fort 
Erie, and the Friendship 
Trail. He also encouraged 
the revitalization of the 
Crystal Beach waterfront. 

Through revenue raised 
through a slots facility, 
Redekop said the town also 
saw growth in its infrastruc- 

“At one period, there was a 
lot of infrastructure com¬ 
pleted within one year. We 
invested in more infrastruc¬ 
ture than any other munici¬ 
pality except St. Catharines,” 


During his eight years 
away from the political 
arena, Redekop has contin¬ 
ued to remain involved in 
the community, serving as a 
member of the Ridgeway 
Lions Club. 

He also has served on sev¬ 



eral boards including the 
Fort Erie Multicultural 
Centre and the board of 
trustees for D’youville 
College as one of the board’s 
first Canadian members. 

"I feel my experience is 
valuable because I have 
both Canadian and 
American contacts that can 
only benefit the Town of Fort 
Erie,” Redekop said. 

Redekop believes the 
Town should “form partner¬ 
ships” that will strengthen 
the community’s local and 
international relationships.

Niagara Region Public 
Health has launched a new 
online inspection disclo¬ 
sure program for recre¬ 
ational water facilities, 
including public pools and 

InfoSplash is intended to 
reduce the risk of infec¬ 
tions, help improve safety 
standards and raise con¬ 
sumer awareness, said Glen 
Hudgin, the region’s man¬ 
ager of environmental 
health. 

“The main idea is to let 
people know the status of a 
pool and whether it has 
been in compliance with all 
regulations or if there have 
been any infractions in the 
past,” he said. 

Inspection reports are 
available on the Region’s 
website. 

Reports will be posted to 
the website on a regular 
basis and will include 
infractions found, date of 
inspection and inspection 
details. 

InfoSplash covers hotel 
and motel pools, municipal 
pools as well as facilities 
such as YMCAs. 

“It is easy to pass on dis¬ 
ease through bathing water,

InfoSplash joins several 
other public disclosure pro¬ 
grams already in place at 
the region including 
InfoDine, which lists res¬ 
taurant inspections, and

Public health inspectors 
conduct more than 3,200 
inspections each year at 
businesses across the 

The businesses include 
more than 2,700 restau¬ 
rants, grocery stores and 
food vendors and 350 spas, 
recreational pools and hotel 
Any critical infractions 
must be corrected immedi¬ 
ately, and followup inspec¬ 
tions are done as required. 

When necessary, inspec¬ 
tors will issue fines or close 
the establishment. 

Indoor public pools and 
spas inspections will be 
conducted at each facility a 
minimum of six times a 

Outdoor public pools and 
spas are inspected a mini¬ 
mum of four times a year. 
No facility is given 
advanced warning of an 
upcoming inspection. 

The Region also tests the 
water quality at 25 Niagara 
beaches on Lake Erie and 
Lake Ontario from late May 
to early September. 

Several popular beaches 
—such as Bay Beach in Fort 
Erie, Nickel Beach in Port 
Colborne and Lakeside 
Beach in St. Catharines— 
are tested daily. 

The samples are sent to a 
lab in Hamilton and the 
results are available in 
about 18 hours. 

The sample results are 
posted on the Region’s web¬ 
site. New this year, the 
Region will be posting the 
water temperature at each 

“Now when people go on 
the site to see if die beach 
they want to go to is avail¬ 
able to go to, they can also 
see what the water temper¬ 
ature is,” Hudgin said.

Town ignores 
0MB ruling, 
says reader 

Dear Editor, 

I live at 60 Dominion Rd., 
directly across from the Old 
Fort and right beside what 
was recently a vacant lot 
with 72-foot frontage on 
Dominion Road, and five 
mature trees along its perim- 

On Sept. 4, 2013, there 
was a meeting at town hall 
to grant a variance to the 
bylaw which would allow Ed 
Lenchyshyn to change the 
frontage on the lot so he 
could squeeze two houses 
on the lot instead of one. 


Myself, and a dozen other 
neighbours attended this 
meeting to object to the 
change. We had with us a 
petition signed by 43 tax- 
paying citizens who live in 
the immediate area. Our 
objections fell on deaf ears 
and the Town of Fort Erie's 
planning board granted Mr. 
Lenchyshyn the change in 
required frontage. 

As I am the closest neigh¬ 
bour to this lot, I appealed 
to the Ontario Municipal 
Board and on Jan. 14, this 
year, both Mr. Lenchyshyn 
and I presented our sides. 

On March 25, a decision 
from the OMB ruled that the 
variance could be granted 
with the condition that a 
tree preservation plan be 
prepared by a certified 
arborist to the satisfaction of 
the Town to protect the 
existing trees along the 
vacant lot. 


An arborist report was 
prepared, however, the 
Town didn’t require Mr. 
Lenchyshyn to abide by the 
requirements set out by the 
OMB, otherwise he would 
not have been allowed to 
build the second house on 
the property. 

I have been to the Town’s 
building and planning 
department twice, talked to 
my councillor Rick Shular 
twice and left messages for 
him. The Town didn’t 
enforce the OMB’s ruling. 

I had a meeting with 
Mayor Doug Martin to ask 
why the ruling was not 
enforced and he said Mr. 
Lenchyshyn would be fined 
for not upholding the ruling 
and he seemed to feel the 
Town had no responsibility 
to see this ruling upheld. 

What I would like to 
understand is why the Town 
would change its own bylaws 


and disregard the objections 
of 43 tax-paying citizens to 
do so and then go so far as to 
ignore a ruling sent down to 
them from the OMB after an 
appeal was initiated—all to 
benefit one man and to the 
detriment of everyone else 
in the neighbourhood. 

Where one house could 
have been built and fit nice¬ 
ly with the rest of the sur¬ 
rounding neighbourhood, 
we now have two shoebox 
houses crammed together 
with 10 feet between, stick¬ 
ing out like a sore thumb. 

If for any reason, anyone 
doubts what I am saying, I 
have the documentation 
and photos to prove beyond 
any doubt, what I am saying

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Camp counsellor celebrates 40 years of memories

When Ivan Winger recalls 
his fond memories at Camp 
Kahquah, he can’t help but 

That’s because he has 
spent four decades guiding 
hundreds of children, ages 
eight to 11, during a week at 
summer camp. This summer, 
Ivan will celebrate 40 years 
as a camp counsellor. 

Many of the photographs 
in his Stevensville home 
serve as a reminder of the 
old days when he would 
dress in fun costumes, rim 
and play and take campers 
fishing. Ivan, known to his 
campers as 'Uncle Ivan! 
would teach the youngsters 
how to skin their catch and 
cook it over the fire and eat 
it. 

“You can’t do that any¬ 
more, because there are so 
many regulations,” he says. 

The 68 year-old man, an 
outdoor enthusiast, is wait¬ 
ing with anticipation to 


return to Camp Kahquah in 
Magnetawan Ont., this year. 
He came to Camp Kahquah 
as a camp counsellor for the 
first time in 1974. Ivan was 27 
years old. He still runs with 
the children, and is known 
for standing up on his seat to 
sing his rendition of an Elvis 
Presley song. 

He has had an opportunity 

have—he has looked after 
two generations of families. 

"It’s strange to think about 
it, but I’ve looked after litde 
guys who have gone on to 
have their own children who 
come to camp,” he says. 

“I'm hoping I can make it 
to see a third generation of 
children.” 

Ivan sat down with The 
Times to talk about his expe¬ 
riences at Camp Kahquah. 

Question: Do you know what 
‘Kahquah’ means? 

Answer: It’s an aboriginal 
word for porcupine. Camp 
Kahquah is in a litde town 
called Magnetawan near 


Burk’s Falls. It’s about a four- 
hour drive from here, and 
about 250 miles. The camp 
itself has been around for 50 

Q: How did you become 
involved with Camp 
Kahquah? 

A: When I was a kid, our 
church rented a camp and I 
went to it. I really enjoyed it. 
My church needed volun¬ 
teers so I wanted to go and 
volunteer. 

Q: What do you enjoy most 
about being a counsellor? 

A: I enjoy working with kids. 
My wife and I had four girls 
and I enjoyed taking them 
camping and fishing. I also 
have 13 grand kids. 

Q: What is the strangest or 
the funniest memory you 
have of being at camp? 

A: One of the counselors 
climbed a tree—this was out 
in the bush on an overnight 
trip—and he killed a porcu¬ 
pine. It was bothering the 


kids, so he killed it and we 
cooked it up and ate it. 

Q: Did you eat a lot of the 
animals you found in the 
bush? 

A: Oh yeah, we had every¬ 
thing up there from frog legs 
to squirrel. You can't do that 
now because there are regu¬ 
lations but we used to eat a 
lot of animals found in the 
bush back in the old days. 

Q: What does a porcupine 
taste like? 

A: Everybody says chicken. It 
definitely has a wild taste to 


Q: Working with children can 
be difficult. How do you 
remain passionate about 
being a counsellor? 

A: I just love kids and I man¬ 
age to keep my patience with 

Q: How has being a counsel¬ 
lor changed with the intro¬ 
duction of technology like 
cell phones and Ipads? 


A: We try to give them time to 
contact their families back 
home. But the kids are not 
allowed to have Ipads or any¬ 
thing like that. Being at camp 
is a time meant for getting 
away from all of that and 
teach them all about being in 
the back of the bush, how to 
build campfires, and how to 
survive. It’s great because the 
city kids that come to camp 
have never seen a fish 
before. 

Q: What’s it like to watch a 
kid catch a fish for the first 
time? 

A: It’s exciting. They are 
excited because they don't 
know if they can eat it, or 
even what the fish is. 

Q: What’s your favourite part 
of being at camp? 

A: Taking kids fishing for the 
first time. When they catch 
their first fish, they have to 
give it a kiss on the cheek. 

Q: Over the years, what do 
you think the children have 


taught you at Camp 
Kahquah? 

A: You always learn some¬ 
thing from the kids—you’re 
never too old to learn. You 
learn patience to work with 
strangers. A lot of kids that 
come to camp come from 
different backgrounds. Some 
children are in need of love 
and somebody to teach 

Q: What challenges have you 
faced as a counsellor over 
the years? 

A: I’ve never had it challeng¬ 
ing. I enjoy being with the 
kids. I guess I’ve never looked 
at it as a challenge. Maybe 
trying to help some of the 
kids is a challenge. You never 
know what type of back¬ 
ground they come from at 
home and there may be 
problems there. You try to 
teach them some camping 
skills and be there for them 
in a way that they might not 
have someone there for them 
back home. You never know 
how you can affect a child’s 
life.

Youth takes a stand against bullying

Faggot. Dirty. Useless. 

The hateful words were 
shot at Justin Preston every 
day during his early high 
school years. 

The words sliced through 
him like a knife and the open¬ 
ly gay teen felt isolated and 

“I came out at 13 and from 
there I was bullied all the way 
to Grade 11," the Fort Erie 
resident recalled. 

The bullying became so 
brutal, he contemplated sui¬ 
cide on a number of occa- 

He said it was incredibly 
difficult being a gay teen in a 
small town but he was deter¬ 
mined to overcome the hate 
and negativity. 

Despite the cruel taunts - 
and physical attacks - he 
stood tall and began to ignore 
his tormentors. 

“I started standing up for 
myself and became a leader 
in my school," the 21-year-old 

Other young people, how¬ 
ever, are not able to deal with 
being victimized by their 

Preston was shocked and 
angered after hearing that a 
15-year-old Ottawa boy had 
committed suicide after years 
ofbullying. 

The teen’s death was a cat¬ 
alyst for Preston who was 
determined to stem the tide 
ofbullying. 

He set up a webcam and 
shared his personal story in a 
four-minute video he posted 
on YouTube in December 
2011 . 

He didn’t realize at the time 
that the video would become 
an inspiration to other young 
people who were going 
through the same things as 
he was. 

“I started getting all these 
messages saying I was a hero 
and that I had saved their 
lives,” he recalled. 

To date, the video has been 
viewed more than 25,000 

In September 2012, he cre¬ 
ated the Facebook page Rise 
Against Bullying. 

The page focuses on per¬ 
sonal stories of struggles and 
triumphs against bullying 
from across the globe. 


The page has received 
almost 24,000 likes in less 
than two years. 

He receives around 50 mes¬ 
sages a day through the site. 

Many messages are from 
people offering words of 
encouragement while others 
are heart-wrenching stories 
of despair. 

“It's tough growing up," he 
nods. “I know. I was there. I 
felt all alone. Now, I tell kids 
that they're not alone.”

Flo Odding is keeping her 
fingers crossed for good 
weather during Fort Erie’s 
signature summer event. 

The Friendship Festival 
kicks off its five-day celebra¬ 
tion on Friday June 17 and 
concludes with a spectacular 
firework display to mark 
Canada's birthday on 
Tuesday, July 1. 

“Last year, we had one day 
where it didn’t rain,” Odding, 
the festival’s manager, said. 

“It (the weather) impacted 
the festival but we’re still 
here. We had to do a lot of 
juggling to be here.” 

At $250,000, Odding said 
the festival’s budget Is small¬ 
er than it used to be during 
stronger economic times. 

"We do have a lottery 
license in Town so some of 


the money is raised through 
Bingo funds, but otherwise, 
we get no money from the 
Town,” Odding said. 

“We raise the rest of the 
money for the festival 
through grants and sponsor¬ 
ships—contrary to what peo¬ 
ple think.” 

Even though the festival is 
smaller than it used to be 
during its heyday, Odding 
said the small festival can 
still attract a large crowd. 

“On our Saturday night 
concert last year, we had over 
3,000 people for our music.” 

As for die actual estimate 
of guests, Odding said it’s 
“hard to say."

From the gardeners journal: Summer has finally arrived

It does seem to me this 
past week was all about 
golden colour. 

From the sky and Lake 
water on those early walks at 
the old Erie Beach Park to 
the mellow evenings when 
the sun seems to hang sus¬ 
pended for the last bits of 
light—what a warm and 
incredibly pleasant few days 
it has been. 

As I ride and walk and see 
so much in bloom I am once 
again impressed by the care 
we put into our outside 

Take a litde spin out along 
the Niagara Parkway and 
enjoy those beautiful homes 
and trees. Or walk along the 
Lakeshore on the Friendship 
Trail and pass by neighbours 
working away and chatting 
as they do. 

You can drive along almost 
every street and see colour 
and a very personal touch to 
each place. I think we wait 
until the warmer season to 
demonstrate our creativity 
and after that comes, there 
are no boundaries to it! 

So summer has officially 
arrived by the calendar. We 
knew it by the excitement in 


the voices at recess at the 
local school. We knew it by 
the number of boats on the 
Lake and in the River. And 
we knew it because the hum¬ 
mingbirds are back! 

I have been thinking about 
these energetic birds this 
week as they have arrived 
again. At our bush in the 
north they seem to arrive at 
our deck while we are carry¬ 
ing our supplies in to the 
cottage. 

They hover and wait for 
the feeder to appear. 

How do they know we are 
coming? 

And the other question is 
in our hardwood bush there 
is little ground growth and 
yet they arrive from no where 
(it seems) and appear look¬ 
ing for food. So I am wonder¬ 
ing, where in this dense bush 
do they stay? 

While thinking on these 
litde ‘helicopter’ birds I did 
some quick research and 
found 15 perennials that 
would help attract them: 
These are: Monarda (Bee 
Balm), Butterfly Weed, 
Cardinal Flower, Columbine, 
Coral Bells, Crocosmia, 
Evening Primrose, Hyssop, 
Pinkroot, Maltese Cross, 
Penstemon, Red Hot Poker, 
Salvia, Speedwell and 
Verbena. There is an annual 


that attracts hummingbirds 
too, it is 'Sparkler Bush’ 
Cleome. These flowering 
plants bring a nice mix of 
colours and sizes for your 
space and a’ welcome home” 
‘mat for hummingbirds. 

While enjoying these love¬ 
ly little birds I have noticed 
that once again we have a 
robins nest underway. This 
is our second sighting this 
year and brings great enjoy¬ 
ment as we watch mom and 
dad and these little birdies. 
What a lesson in industrious 
nest building in a short time 
and intense care for the 
babies when they arrive! 

The great backyard adven¬ 
ture this week was the arrival 
of Rocky Raccoon who has 
been munching on the gar¬ 
bage bags on garbage day. It 
seems like all we neighbours 
have had our turn with him. 
The pups treed him on 
Sunday afternoon in the 
bush but I suspect he is still 
in the area. Hopefully this 
fellow is flying solo. 

The vegetables on the deck 
seem to be safe from munch¬ 
ing marauders so I think our 
little experiment in contain¬ 
ers has been successful so 
far. 

And the butterflies keep 
coming. I have added a few 
flat rocks as I learned that the 


butterflies would sun them¬ 
selves wings facing the sun¬ 
shine on flat rocks. So far that 
experiment is also working 
out well. 

As the peonies, iris and 
roses are in full bloom our 
garden has filled out with 
colour and fragrance. My 
personal favorite annual for 
fragrance is nicotiana or 
flowering nicotine...even in 
the late evening there is a 


light and sweet smell wher¬ 
ever these are planted. They 
certainly do add to the pleas¬ 
ant rhythms of the garden. 

The next few weeks will 
bring more life and colour 
and fragrance. I hope we all 
have the opportunity to take 
some moments and truly 
stop and smell the roses, 
whatever we are doing and 
wherever we are going... 

Or maybe enjoy a still sit 


down by a peaceful backyard 
pond or visit with friends and 
neighbours in the mellow 
evening light... 

As these lovely days follow 
each other I hope we can all 
keep growing! 

See you on the trails and at 
the beach.

SUNSCREEN 


Sometimes the sunscreen aisle can be difficult to navigate. However, it is important to understand what 
you are buying. There were around 60,000 new cases of melanoma (an increase of 2.5% per year in 
the past decade) and around 8,000 deaths from melanoma in the J.S. in 2006. 

SPF is often misunderstood. SPF applies only to UVB rays. SPF is a number that estimates how long a 
person can stay in the sun without an obvious sunburn. If a person would burn in 10 minutes with no 
protection, than an SPF of 15 will protect fifteen times longer or for 150 minutes, and SPF of 30 would 
protect thirty times longer or 300 minutes. 

UVA protection is the other side of the story. UVA rays cause skin aging and skin cancer but not a visible 
sunburn. As of yet there is no rating for UVA protection. In order to get UVA protection you need to read 
the label. Look for sunscreens labeled braad-spectrum. Or, look for ingredients that are UVA blockers 
such as Mexoryl SX, avobenzone, zinc oxide, or titanium. 

Sometimes patients complain of sensitivity or rash from their sunscreen. These patients should look for 
a sunscreen blocker with either zinc oxide or titanium d 
which can cause the irritation.

Don’t buy sunscreen/ bug repellant combo products. Sunscreen should be applied before insect 
repellent. Insect repellent doesn’t need to be reapplied as frequently as sunscreen and applying them 
at the same time may increase the absorption of DEET. 

UVA rays can increase a patient’s sensitivity to certain medications and cause photosensitivity 
reactions. A broad-spectrum sunscreen will help protect against this, however it may be best to avoid 
too much sun exposure if you are taking any of the following classes of medications. These include: 
NSAIDS, certain antibiotics, anticonvulsants, antidepressants, diuretics, and oral contraceptives. If 
you’re not sure and you are starting a new medication ask your pharmacist if there is any problem 


way to tan either. Newer tanning devices expose a person 
to mostly UVA rays. Although UVA doesn’t cause burning it can cause melanoma, the most deadly form 
of skin cancer. If you are concerned about your health and safety it is probably best to avoid them. 

If you do get a sunburn it is best to apply cool compresses and a good moisturizer. It you put the lotion 
in the fridge it will have an added cooling effect. Avoid gels and ointments as they can hold the heat 
in and make your burn feel worse. 

Don’t forget simple strategies such as wearing a hat and sunglasses, and you will be able to enjoy the
